MICHAEL SERVETUS wWas'borh in the Year 
% 1509. at Vidanueva HH in Adrragon. HisFather, who 
was a Notary, fence him to the Univerfity of Toulouse, to 
ftudy. the Civil Law... Servetes began 06 read clie Bible 
then, which he had never done: before. «It-dées*not ap- 
pear that there were any Antitrinitarians in France, or 
any where elfe, at-that. time-;-and therefore it is not im- 
probable that he himfelf broached the new Doétrine, for 
which. be..was put to death afterwards. Perhaps ge We 

lied himfelf to read the Holy Scripture», becaufe the

Conferences at Bafil with Occolampadius , he fet ott for 
Strasburg , being extremely defirous to difcourie with 
Bucer and Capito, Two Celebrated Reformers of that Ci- 
ty. At his Departure from Ba/l, he left a Manufcripe, 
which he had written againft the Trinity , in the Hands 
Of Conrad Roufs a Bookfeller, who fent it afterwards to 
Haguenau. Servetus went thither from Strasburg, to get it 
printed, in the Year 1531, The Title of that Book, and 
a fhore Actount of the Author's Doétrine , thay be feen 
in the 246. Page of my Memoirs. That Piece was pub-« 
lifh’d av Strasburg and Francfort before the Month of A= 
guft. When it was brought into Swiffrland , {everdl Pro. 
teftant Divines were very much difpleafed with ie, 4s 
it ‘appears from a Letter of Occolampadius to Bucer.

Servetus continued to be fo fond of his new Opinions, 
that he refolved to publifh a Third Book againft the Tri- 
nity, and fome other Do@rines. That Book, for which 
he was burnt at Geneva, came out at Vienne in Dauphine in 
the beginning of the Year 1553. with this Title, Chriffia- 
nifmi Reftitutio, &c, I muft refer you again to the 246. 
Page of my Memoirs , where you wiil fee the whole Ti- 
tle,-and a general Account of that Book. Befides what 
I have faid there, I fhall obferve that he printed a Thou- 
fad Copies; that moft of them were burnt at Vienne 
with the Author’s Bffigies, and at Pranckforr, which is the 
Reafon why that Book is fo fcarce (f); that Serverus was 
neither an 4vian nor a Photinian ; that he aflerted not only 
the Pre-exiftence of Chrift , buc alfo chat Chrift is not a 
Creature, nor a Being of a finite Power, but true Ged, and 
thae-he-ought to"be worlhipp’d as fuch ; that he expreffes 
himfelf fo confufedly, that ‘tis no eafy thing to havea
